Honey production In Alberta dur¬ 
ing 1928 shows an Increase of approk- 
Imately twelve per cent, over the tot;, 
a! for the previous year, according to 
figures Just compiled by the Provin¬ 
cial Department of Agriculture from 
returns supplied by bssksspers thro¬ 
ughout the province. Production 
during the past year has reached ap¬ 
proximately 836,000 pounds, as com¬ 
pared with 800,000 pounds for the 
eesaon of 1937, the reports Indicating 
that colonies In most cases have 
shown a considerable Inrreaee In pro¬ 
duction. In addition to the number 
of bssksspers who ware ln the busin¬ 
ess last year, this year's records show 
that a steadily increasing number of 
farmers are developing this profl- 
'able sideline lo Ihelr regular farming 
operations. 

Th season's honey crop has been 
disposed of at an average price of 
approximately twenty cents per 
found, bring the value of honey pro¬ 
duction of the province up to nome 
367,200. Moat of the honey has been 
sold locally, producers reporting that 
there Is a very satisfactory market 
for thslr product. For the second 
season ln succession Alberta la In the 
nosltlon of being practically self- 
supporting In the milor of honey pro¬ 
duction. 

Bee-keeping largely centers In the 
Irrigated sections of the southern part 
of the province, although with the 
spread of legume crops central and 
northern sections are represented ln 
th production of boney to an innreas 
tig degree and the industry has gain¬ 
ed a good foothold in several sections 
of the Peace River country, where 
very satisfactory returns have been 
secured over the past aevral yarr

SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY 


Los Angles,— The Indurance High’ 
plans, tho Question Mark, glided tr 
a perfect landing hero at 2.07, o’ 
clock yesterday afternoon after a his¬ 
toric and record breaking flight of 
180 hours, and 40 minutes, and 15 sec¬ 
onds. Tho ship flew continuously fo* 
nearly seven days and nights follow 
lng Its take off here on Now Yearr 
morning at 7.25, o'clock, 
is TU» «iul of one of the greatest, 
flights In all aviation history came 
after a crew of five weary men had 
fought constantly against time and 
motors which piled troube in a heap 
upon them In an hour before the 
landing Thirty hours before, their 
work seomsd Bear an end when the 
motors balked, but the trouble clear¬ 
ed away and the flight went on.

Over 100,000 bags of sugar bava 
been manufactured during the paat 
season In the plant of the Canadian 
Sugar Factories Limited of Raymond 
according lo a recent announcement 
by manager T. George Wood It la 
estimated that the expenditure made 
yearly ln thlB ludustry In Alberta av¬ 
erages ovsr 1650,000, the factory em¬ 
ploying during itn peak of production 
from 3AO to 800 man. Approximate¬ 
ly 97,600 tons of beets were harvested 
end growers Uavo received an initui 
psyment of $7 per ton which it Is sx- 
oeeted will be supplemented by fur¬ 
ther payments during the winter 
months. A total price of|8.16 per 
ton was paid for beets dellvaved to 
the factory In ln 1927 During tha 
oast season an average yeald of T4J 
tens per acre wan secured, tha bests 
having an average sugar content of 
17.2 per cent Mr. Wood in his state 
ment expresses tho belief that tha 
acreage sown to beets ln 1929 will ex- 
teed that lu any previous year.

With a Foot Rule 

Dr. Edward E. Free, a noted 
chemist, tells tho American Boclety 
of Mechanical Engineers that 
mechanics are Uie most Intelligent 
class In the nation. Second come 
engineers; third, business men. Last 
of all, but safely out of the category 
of morons, come actors, preachers, 
doctors and college professors. 

And how docs Dr. Free measure 
Intelligence? It Is "the nbtllty to 
reach a reasonably correct conclu¬ 
sion from a set of discoverable 
facts.” But of sets of facts there 
are all kinds and varieties. Per¬ 
haps Dr. Free would tend to over¬ 
emphasize tho relative Importance 
of chemical facts. Yet If so, one 
wonders why lie ranks collcgo pro- 
fesors so low In his scalo. Surely 
such professors ns Dr. Millikan and 
Dr. Compton should take high rank 
even on materialistic grounds. A 
physician like Dr. Banting, tho de¬ 
veloper of Insulin, might be assum¬ 
ed to possess some degree of brain 
power and logical capacity. 

Intelligence is Imponderable. It 
Is not to be tested with a foot-pile. 
It has as many standards os there 
are people to apply them. Because 
Shakespeare was an actor we should 
not be inclined to seat him below 
the salt at a banquet table of mech¬ 
anical engineers, just one remove 
from tho half-wits. — New York 
world.
